Dear Harold:

Received mailings from you with numbers over the return address of 2 through 
5. but not 1, unless I have already answered #1, which is probable given the 
dates of the mailings. 

I spoke with Dick Sprague on the phone at Bud's the other night and he told 
me of their computer project. I was calling on behalf of Ned Crosby (who 
paid for the call) who wants to see all photos which deal with the position 
of JFK in the car and the same for Connally. Ned, who is the guy who arranged 
for Guido Calebrazi and the Boston lawyer, is trying to pin down one physical 
absolute in terms of# the angles so that he is 100$ convinced himself before 
he tries to' convince others. He will be in N.Y. for a foundation meeting 
and wanted to know if anyone there had photos I didn’t and I said that Dick 
did. On the phone Dick volunteered to show Ned a confession from one of the 
assassins and I instructed him to stick to the photos and show Ned what he 
wanted rather" than trying to convince him of anything. I also told Ned that 
Dick, among others, was prone to gather in wild info, and that Dick would be 
able to supply him with only one thing — a look at some photos I don't have. 
When Ned has gotten further along in his thinking and wants to move further 
I will* see about a discussion of other matters with you if and when it can 
be arranged: For now Ned needs to convince himself in terms of simple 'details 

and he is as hard to convince as anyone I have ever met, going into each 
area in minute detail.

Your mailing #2: I am a bit embarrassed about Hargis' letter to me since 
I am now apparently elevated to the status of a top right winger or at 
least good conservative without any deception pn my part. 

Your mailing #3: I have two personal friends among the regents professors 

who met with Agnew and Kissinger--Paul Meehl, my advisor, and Morris Visscher 
one of my best supporters out here! They were partly taken in, which is in- 
exsusable, and partly stupid in that they whould have realized that the press 
would carefully select only the good things from their statement. 'That visit 
only hurt things and when I first read the account# of it here could have 
strangled Meehl. Lykken and others have been riding him about it but the 
harm has been done. On political things I do not# hold Meehl in any sort 
of esteme and haven't for some time — we have had some big arguments on the 
war, etc. I will pass your comments onto Meehl along with some moreof my 
own and thank you for the newspaper clippings which I will carefully use. 

I failed my physical and so cannot be drafted and got my 2-S later 
after they finally sent my appeal in. I do not know where the stains on 
my letter to you came from or the obvious water markings. •

But on Lifton, let me make it clear that he had al- 
ready indicated full knowledge of the suit in a previous phone conversation. 

Sorry to hear about the chiggers. Believe it or not, I have never had 
a one. My sister's vist was good, and she got a change to rest and her 
anxiety went down so markedly that a skin rash disappeared. But, I coulil 
not really get across to her, hhe need for some professional help. The 
princippl reason this letter was not written for almost l| weeks after 
I intedded to write was not only the incredible strain on my already busy 
schedule her visit caused, but the fact that her visit in sum total led 
to me becoming mildly depressed fn reaction to the frustration I was feel- 
ing. She now has a number of . understandings she did not have befoee, but 
is probably headed, for a good deal of unhappiness. Ironically, one of my 
psychotherapy supervisors ,' a‘ social worker, has just had the same experience 
with his sister and was similarly depressed by it.

I have wondered ‘ about the original source on Manual Garcia Gonzales 
for ye^rs. Someone told me it was Andrews but I found' that hard to. believe. 
■Agreed with your letter to Paul on Skolnick. From what Rich Edelman told me 
of his conversation with Sylvia, she also agrees. I am also worried, like 
you, about the potential danger of Skolnick* s suit being tried. Iron&dially . 
TIME and others gave it the big write up. 

I think tha^ your letter to Dick, which by the way scared the hell# out 
of me because I had. Dick'B. on the mind at the time and assumed at first that 
it was to him, was wasted. Dick Sprague will not respond to or be stopped by 
rationale or’our guidelines for behavior. I sent Ned to him only because Ned 
wanted to see any and all photos which might pertain to the position in the 
car and Dick has them and Ned was wanting someone in NY since he would be 
there. Dick's close work with Bud does 'not encourage me about Bud either. 
Both are enough to depress and frustrate ,all of us.
